THE FALL IN GOLD! 


In the course of his inaugural ad- 
dress delivered to the Philosophical 
Institution at Edinburgh on “Money 
and’ tho Future of Civilisation,” Sir, 
Josiah Stamp compared the demands 
made by industrial and: inter- 
national financia! conditions upon the 
monetary system before the War and 
now, The problems had been inten- 
sified by internal conditions, but the 
solution had become, to o much 
greater extent, only, possible an an 
international plane, . 

He repeated his statement that 
during the next two decades it would 
prove to be fundamental to alt pro- 
blems of unemployment and indus- 
trin} unrest, and even to industrial 
government and international rela- 
tions. Five years ago, in a speech 
criticised as “unpractical” and ‘“acn- 
demic” and raising undue alarms, he 
had ssid that with the necessity for 
#® reasonably stable measurement for 
international payments for reparas 
tions and debts, for the weight of 
internal indebtedness and for Internal 
industrial questions, “It was no exag- 
Reration to say that the happiness, 
and even the very destinies of the 
‘next two generations, were depen- 
dent upon the solution of the pro- 
blem.” = But since then it had be- 
come generally recognised that in« 
stead of: being alarmist and acad. 
;demie this problem was the most-real 
and practical of all. 

International Bank’s Valuc 

The new committee to deal with 
questions of credit would be a 
frontal attack upon some of the out- 
works, ' but they were necessarily 
rather national, and. stil! liable to be 
unduly at the mercy of action or in- 
action abroad, The proposed Inter~ 
Vnational Bank would, however, go to 
the root of the matter by collective 
action, 

Sir Josiah pointed out that during 
those five years, so far nas the Bri- 
tish prico level was concerned, there’ 
was a fall in gold prices varying 
from 16 to over 20 per cent. accord- 
ing to the different measures taken 
and the precise point of departure. 
Five years ago there was no decid- 
ed body of opinion that such a fall 
was likely to take place, and people 
thought there was as much chance 
for prices to be sustained or increas 
ed as to fall." Nobody could say, 
therefore, that this apprectation of 
gold had been really anticipated. 

An Unprecedented Happening 

We had known that it' was to 
have o 40 per cent. change over a 
period, of 25 years, but a rapid 
change ‘of this magnitude was unpre- 
cedented in history. Even allowing 
for the fact that the British figures 
probably gave on exaggerated view 
of the . internatiénal value of gold. 
nohady could closely examine its im- 
plications without grave concern. 
True, it had been accompanied by a 
small increase in national production, 
but on. the whole it meant that the 
national’ debt had been ehormously 
increased in its real weight—by 
something between 1,000 to 1,500 
millions sterling In 1925 values, : or, 
say mpch more than the pre-War 
national debt, [t meant that the 
service of this debt was an appre- 
clably higher fraction of the annual 
national outpot. It meant that the 
standard annuity of 102%4 millions 
sterling under the Young Plan pro- 
posals for German reparations) was 
equal in real weight to the standard 
anrinity of 125 millions for the nor- 
‘mal year under the Dawes Plan, 

Its effect upon. the industrial bal- 
ance of a country so exposed as 
Great Britain to oxternal changes, 
could hardly be exaggerated, No- 
body could deny, therefore, that a 
great responsibility’ rested upon: all 
thinking people to help in finding a 
solution, 

Problem a Double One 

Sir Josinh then proceeded to stato 
the elements of the task. The pro- 
blem of the monetary standard with 
the Increasing interdependence of 
the world, he ‘astd, was the double 
one of preserving stable measure- 
ments for the proper contractual 
divisions of the social income with.

that the general love! of notions 
would be sufficiently advanced for the 
next hundred years to dispenso en- 
tirely with a metallic standard. As 
the natlons had inevitably to: live 
with a gold standard, wayward and 
intractable, the least wo could do was 
to make friends with it and under- 
stand it and make it amenable. We 
certainly seemed likely to find it 
rather a bad master, and our .task 
was to make it a gacd servant. 
Four Lines of Approach 

There were four main points of 
entry Into the heart of the gold pro- 
blem. Each had its peculiar  difl- 
culties, and it was impossible to say 
along which line succoss would be 
most vatuable, Thay were (1) son: 
trol of volume at the source,, (2) 
distribution of volume to the maxi. 
mum advantage, and (3). best use of 
a given volume to meet widely differ- 
ent possible needs; (4) automatic 
means of bringing in aid and aux. 
Wary standards. when the value of 
gold should pass critical points. 
Upon the first point it was clear 
that if an international corporation, 
in which we wore all interested, had 
owned or controlled the gold mines 
as sources of supply, and could have 
produced much or little apart from 
purely commercial considerations, as 
the problem of stability required we 
should have had a very different 
situation from the present,  1t was 
true that as gold appreciated or de- 
preciated in value, undor present 
conditions, tho natural tendency to 
mine moro or less had set in, but it 
was slow and remote in operation in 
comparison with direct control, 

Central Corporation's Importance 

Under the second, the uncconomic 
and uncoordinated way in which 
gold reserves were now distributed 
mado the total volume of gold avail- 
able for the purpose oven more for- 
tultous than the total production. 
The existence of a really effective 
eetral corporation’ of an __ inter- 
national character such as an’ inter. 
national central bank was vital to 
this aspect. 

Under the third, while the credit 
systems of different countries had to 
meet such different needs, it would 
not be possible to have the various 
formulac and ratios governing the 
use of credit made really uniform, 
But the standards made by an inter- 
national clearing house of ideas and 
experience would do much to make 
the practice advantagcous in one 
country available to others, and to 
encourage bold and safe experiment 
in each, P 

In the fourth case, Jf in spite of 
all efforts the ratio of gold plus ita 
super-imposed credit to production 
should he so seriously changed as to 
upset all long perlod contracts, then 
silver, platinum, or other auxiliaries 
to an automatic tommadity  baso 
could only be brought . in by inter- 
national co-operation. 

The grent gain in the Jast fivo 
yenrs ‘was ‘that, the practical charac- 
ter of the problem was now being 
recognised. and the immediate dangors 
to civilisation from its non-solution 
were belng appreciated.

ACROSS ATLANTIC 


Proposed - Telephone 
_ Cable. . 


In his presidentinl address to the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers, 
which he delivered on October 24, 
Colonel Sir Thomas Purves gave 
some information regarding tho aub- 
marine telephone cable. which it is 
proposed ‘to lay between Great Bri- 
tain and the United. States, 

Tha route of the cable is not yet 
settled in detail, but “it fs probable 
that the main trans-Atlantic link will 
extend directly. from: .Newfoundland 
to Ireland, o cable longth of approx- |" 
imately 1,800 nautical miles. From 
Ireland, the circuit will probably be 
carried through submarine table to 
Scotland and thence by land cable to 
London, where it will terminate, It 
is expected that, from Newfoundland, 
the circuit will be carried through 
several sections of submarine cabis 
to. Nova Scotia, and thence by land 
circuits through Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and the New Englraid 
States to. New York City, which will 
be the other terminal. ‘ 5

How pale and fecblo are the efforts 
of tho most imaginative romancers 
beside the grim, stark records of the 
Court!

A fow of these stories are fairly 
familiar. There is the account of the 
“Flowery Land” mutiny, for instance 
Our grandfuthers remember tho senga- 
tiov caused by the trial of the 
mutineers at, the Old Bailey In Febru. 
ary, 1864. London talked of nothing 
else, and thn court was crowded with 
society people anxious to feast their 
eyes on the bloodthirsty wretches ro 
sponsible for so many atrocities. 
Thore was no Englishmen among tho 
“Flowery Land” pirates. The crew 
were a mixed lot of Chinese, half. 
breeds from Manila, a Turk, a Greek 
and others of various nations. It is 
said that John Smith, the captain, one 
of the first victims, was a brute and a 
bully, and that the food was bad; but 
one of the chief causes of the mutiny 
was the idea among the crew (totally 
unfounded) that there was a vast 
treasure * hidden in the captain’s 
cabin. Dvomed Smith had his. mis. 
givings before the voyage began. = "1 
con trust the ship,” he told his brothor. 
who was sailing as a .passenger, 
“but auch a crew as they have given 
moe will want watching night and day.” 
The mutincers, eight of them, stabbed 
and ‘beat to death the captain, his 
brother, and the first mate, one 
Karswell, The attack wos made at 
three o'clock one fine night, when there 
was 4 quiet aea and o fair breeze, 
For various reasons the murderers 
spared the loyal minority, including 
Taffir, the second mate, whose expert 
knowledge they needed in order that 
the ship might be navigated. They also 
refrained from killing “Little Jimmy” 
Early, the ship’s boy, whose evidence

harbour with the Clyde liner “Algon- 
quin,” which was carrying 180 passen.

All 
aboard the “Fort Victoria” were safe- 
ly transferred to a pilot boat after the 
accident,

“Women and children first” was 
the order given quietly and implicitly 
obeyed aboard the “Fort Victoria,” 
after the sharp baws of the “Algon- 
quin” deeply gashed her port side, 
and it became. evident that all aboard 
must leave as quickly as possible, if a 
great loss of life was to be prevented. 

The papers here pay tribute to the 
coolness of Captain ‘Francis for his 
discipline with the crew of the ship, in 
an accident which might casily have 
had consequences comparable . with . 
those following the sinking of the Bri- 
tish steamer “Vestris” a year ago. 

The collision occurred when tho 
“Fort Victoria” slowed up to drop her 
harbour pilot. The “Algonquin,” 
which was following behind, had not to 
do ““\is, as she is a constal ship. 

When the “Algonquin” loomed out of 
a dense for it, was too jate to avoid 
a crash. Tho “Fort Victoria's” S.0.S. 
signals brought many rescue craft, to 
which Her passengers were transferred. 
Captain Francis anda dozen men re- 
mained aboard vainly hoping to have 
the crippled ship towed to the pler, 
until the water was knee-deep on the 
deck. They they jumped overboard 
and swam to the nearby tug. Capt. 
Francia was the last man to leave the 
ship.—Reuter's American Service.

TRADE OF. PORT OF 
LONDON: 


THE GROWTH OF NEW 
INDUSTRIES 


A GREAT. FUTURE 


“The trade of the Port of London 
is greater to-day than it has over 
been in its 2,000 years’ history, and 
the zenith has not yet been reached,” 
said Mr. J, H. Estill, lecturing to the | 
Incorporated Secretarlos’ Association. 
Mr, Estill ia the commercial mana- 
ger of the port, and he drew a very 
attractive picture, with lantern slides, 
of the future of thin great trading 
and financial centre. Mr, Patrick 
Howling. was in the chair. 

Mr. Estill, in the course of a copi- 
ous history of the Port of London, 
said:— 

The physical advantage of the port 
Is its broad and deep river, enabling 
vessels of the largest class to enter 
{ts docks with facility. Over 33 mil- 
jlion tons of goods pass through an- 
nually, 20 million tons belng oversea 
produce. The important position 
which the port occupies in relation 
to oversea trade may be gauged 
from the fact that in 1928 the im- 
porta and exports, excluding coast- 
wise, amounted to nearly £700,000,000, 
exceeding those of Liverpool, the 
next most important port, . by over 
£200,000,000, and being moro than 
twice the combined oversea trade of 
i Hull, Manchester and Southampton. 
‘Nearly one-third of the total oversea 
trade of the United Kingdom is dealt 
with in London. 

New Interesta 

Within the Inst few years there 
has been a decided tendency for ad- 
ditional industries, such os motor 
cor manufacturing, engincering, 
paper-making and cement manufac- 


London, and for important busi- 
nesses to be centralised there, due 
largely to the development of clec- 
tricity and to the shipping, trading 
and other facilities in which London 
is_pre-ominent, 

Tho shipving entering the port has 
Increased 4 om 650,000 tons in 1700 
to the hugo figuro of nearly 50% 
million net register tons in 1928, 
This figure is over 17 million net 


register tons more than in the first 
year the authority took office, and 
constitutes a record in the history 
of the port. A comparizon with the 
shipping figures for the outports 
shows that London exceeded Liver. 
pool, the next leading port, by 
9,000,000 ‘net register tons in 1913, 
and over 22,740,000 net register tons 
in 1928. These shipping and trade 
figures prove that the port: author- 
ity's bold policy of extensions and 
{inprovemants has been amply Justi- 
je 

Over 60 per cent, of the shipping 
entering the port discharges in the 
docks, the remainder being dealt with 
at. wharves, at manufacturers’ pre- 
mises or at moorings in the river, 
A large tonnage ‘of goods not in- 
tended for immediate consumption 
goes into tho authority’s warehouse 
on tho dock u ays. This warchous- 
Ing business is of great importance 
comprising, as it does, every class of 
merchandise, entering the port. Tho 
principal ‘commodities are grain, 
timber, wines and spirits, wool, 
frozen, meat, sugar, tea and tobacco, 
Over two million tons of Imported 
goods yearly are passed over the au- 
thority’s quays, while the present 
stock of goods stored is about 
660,000 tons, a striking figure when 
it fs remembered that the modarn 
tendency is for goods to go directly 
{nto consumption. The stocka held 
have been as much as 1,000,000 tons. 
Tho authority also carry on a large 
business in the conveyance and- ship- 
ment of export goods, the quantity 
passed over tho quays annually be- 
ing about 700,000 tons.

Applying the above simile to the 
subject under disenssion, the speak- 
er said that in business, instead of 
direct contact, one had as inter- 
mediary the compradore, whilst 
socially the East and the West did 
not come: together, It was impos- 
sible to adapt what was diametric- 
ally opposed in point of view and 
intellectual make-up.

Never has such a crowd, numbering, 
nearly 3,000 assembled to see a feat 
as was the case yesterday, when Mr.

The 
snid offi! was “amazed” to ‘find 
there still were certain. foreigners in 
Chinn who were unable to ace the 
general trend of Nationalist China. 

"Sovereign Rights | 

It was remarked by the Foreign 
Office spokeman, “The Chinese peo- 
ple and Government now more than 
ever are exerting thelr best effort 
in regaining Chinese sovereign and 
rights and are on the road to re- 
trocession of concessions, settle- 
ments and leased territories, 

It is more than ridiculous for any 
body even to think of creating an- 
other leasehold on one of the most 
important .ports in China. It ‘ia 
believed that even foreigners are 
not taking this proposition in any 
serious way." He deplored that 
sort of proposition should be at 
all publicly circulated. — Canton 
News Agency, 


LURE OF ASIA 


Pitfalls For Girls In The 
' Rast 


As was shortly indicated 
occasional note . recently, 
of’ warning to girls con- 
templating the acceptance of 
theatrical engagements in the Far 
East as dancers has' been issued by 
the Australian Minister for Home 
Affairs (Mr. A, Blakeley), who em- 
phasised the' pitfalls to which artista 
were likely to be subjected. 

The following message from 
Canberra (dated Nov..3), from an 
Australian paper, gives . fuller in- 
formation on the subject :— 

The Minister for Home -Affairs 
stated that reports chad been 
brought to his notice that the 
engagement in Australia or New 
Zealand of a troupe of girls to‘ap- 
Pear as dancers in a certain city in 
the Far Egst was contemplated. 

Asa consequence he had heen 
looking into the passport facilities, 
which came within the scope of his 
department, and he. had been going 
through a number of official re- 
ports on this subject. 

He thought it most necessary that 
any person contemplating an en- 
gagement as a dancer or a vaudeville 
artist in centres in the Far Hast 
should be made aware of the diffi- 
culty and the temptations to which 
they were likely to be exposed. 

The position of British artistes 
who contracted to appear as dancers 
or in vaudeville turns in any but 
the most reputable theatres {n the 
East was likely, at,times, to he 
most undignified in relation to 
native audiences. | . 

British residents felt keenly the 
necessity for avoiding anything 
which would lower the dignity and 
prestige of British white people in 
the eyes of the natives, 

From the reports in his depart- 
ment it would appear, said Mr. 
Blakeley, that In some cases white 
dancers had appeared in side shows 
of carnivals performing on small 
stages befora small audiences. 

While the actual work of the 
dancers might be-in necordance with 
thelr professions, the tawdriness of 
the enclosure and the type of ‘per: 
sons in the audience, often mere 
curiousity seekers from the country, 
made the occupations: most undigni- 
fed.

We IN NIGERIA 


WAR. CANOES AND LOOTERS 
DISPERSED BY TROOPS 


MANY CASUALTIES 
London,. Yesterday. 

Further details of the Nigerian 
riota receiyed’ in London give the 
death roll at ‘Opobo, Twenty troops 
of the West African Frontler Force 
arrived in town just in time to pre- 
vent the mob ‘from looting ware- 
houses and the railway station. The 
rioters endeavoured to snatch rifles 
from the soldier’, who wore finally 
ordered to fire. The mpb then dis- 
persed, leaving many casualties.

were no casualties among the troops, 
Order is now, restored. 

The administrative authorities, 
who, conducted an enquiry, believe 
that the decision of the officer in 
ordering the troops to fire was the 
only possible course in the circum- 
stancey, Factories have now re- 
opened and the troops withdrawn, 
police being in control. The au- 
thorities do not think there will be 
a recurrence of the rioting. 

Chief Released 

There wera a large number of 
war canoes lying in the river in 
which the rioters evidently intended 
to carry off the loot. After driving 
off the canoes and dispersing the 
mob, the trtops,went, to the native 
quarter and released the Chieftain 
Mark Repple ‘Jaja, who had been 
seized by the rioters. Jaja is a 
member of the Nigerian legislative 
Council.—Reuter.

Mr. Brooks explained that he 
had been released on bail of 
$2,000 yesterday and warned to 
attend Court at 9 o’clock to-day. 
In view of the accused’s absence 
Mr. Brooks asked that hia bail of 
$2,000 be estreated.. 

His Worship decided to let the 
case stand dowr unti) after he 
had dealt with smail cases on his 
list. 

At 10.20 am, the accused's 
name was again called and he 
was still ‘absent. Accordingly, 
Mr. ‘Hamilton ordered the accus- 
ed’s bail to be estrented and issu- 
ed a new warrant for the man's 
arrest, remarking “it is ‘possible
